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Candidates questioned on 


environment issues

OLIVER LETWIN won 
few friends at a hustings 
meeting in Dorchester 
arranged by environmen¬ 
tal groups. 

The Conservative can¬ 
didate told his audience 
he was in favour of 
fracking, backed the 
badger cull and wanted 
to ease regulations to 
allow more housing and 
renewable energy 
schemes in the country¬ 
side. He said he would 
also vote to repeal legis¬ 
lation on fox hunting. 

Afterwards Mr Letwin 
told View from Dorch¬ 
ester he questioned why 
he had attended the 
meeting, knowing full 
well he was not likely to 
get a good reception, but 
added “that’s democ¬ 
racy.” 

His UKIP opponent 
did little better when, 
during a minute of sum¬ 
ming up at the end of the 
evening, he claimed he 
would like to try and 
eradicate non-native 
species in this country 
including the American 
crayfish and grey squir¬ 
rels, both species which 
have overtaken native 
species. 


The meeting saw the 
Thomas Hardye theatre 
packed to capacity. All 
five candidates appeared 
on the platform and the 
meeting was chaired by 
school head Mike Foley. 

Time and time again it 
became evident that 
there was little to choose 
in terms of ‘green’ poli¬ 
cies between the Green 
Party, the Liberal De¬ 
mocrats and Labour and, 
for most of the evening, 
UKIP seemed to be 
singing from the same 
hymn sheet. 

Ros Kayes, Liberal 
Democrat, said fracking 
was not a good idea in 
Dorset and argued that 
more research should 
have been done into en¬ 
ergy from tidal power, 
carbon capture and mak¬ 
ing sure new industrial 
building and housing has 
solar panels. 

UKIP’s David Glos- 
sop claimed the govern¬ 
ment’s energy policy had 
cost each household an 
average of £600 because 
of the incentives offered 
to power producers and 
had done nothing to re¬ 
duce CO 2 emissions. 

The Green Party’s

Peter Barton said the UK 
was 25th out of 27 EU 
countries in its use of re¬ 
newables. He pledged a 
“zero carbon” Britain by 
2050 through investment 
in renewables which, he 
said would create thou¬ 
sands of jobs. 

Labour’s Rachel 
Rogers also promised 
more investment in the 
sector and said the coun¬ 
try needed to end its re¬ 
liance on foreign 
countries for much of 
our power. 

On fox hunting Mr 
Letwin said he would 


back a free vote in the 
Commons to repeal the 
act and said he would 
vote to get rid of it, but 
said that while the act 
was in force it should be 
obeyed and enforced. 

David Glossop from 
UKIP said he was 
equally concerned about 
hare coursing, badger 
baiting and dog fighting 
and said that all could be 
stopped if the police 
were given adequate re¬ 
sources. 

Rachel Rogers (Lab) 
said she understood the 
value of fox hunting as 


pest control but said “it’s 
shameful people should 
flout the law just because 
they don’t agreed with 
it.” Ros Kayes (Lib 
Dem) also opposed fox 
hunting and wanted to 
see the law upheld. 

On fracking there was 
universal opposition, 
apart from Mr Letwin. 
Candidates expressed 
concerns about pollu¬ 
tion, increased incidents 
of earthquakes and the 
waste of water in the 


process. 

Peter Barton from the 
Greens said his party 
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was the only one to op¬ 
pose fracking in its man¬ 
ifesto. “There is no 100% 
safe way to prevent 
chemicals from fracking 
reaching our aquifers,” 
he said. 

Mr Letwin said he was 
in favour of the tech¬ 
nique, provided it was 
controlled by planning 
measures. He said it 
would be a good thing to 
produce our own energy 
and not be dependent on 
the Middle East and Rus¬ 
sia for oil and gas. 

Other questioned tack¬ 
led monitoring slaughter¬ 
houses, and planning 
controls to protect Areas 
of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty and other special 
sites.

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Small solar panel sites identified 



■ ONE of the county's latest solar farms on the outskirts of Wool 


Eleven sites on Dorset 
County Council-owned 
farmland could be used 
to generate energy from 
solar panels. 

A feasibility study 
claims that enough 
electricity could be 
gathered from the sun’s 
rays to power more 
than 900 homes. 

Council officers have 
worked out that the 
sites across the 
county,could produce 
between 3MWh and 
5MWh which would be 


fed into the grid with 
the possibility of some 
of the power being put 
to use on the farms. 

The council claims 
the scheme was unvi¬ 
able before because of 
the low levels of feed- 
in tariff being offered 
and although the tariff 
is still at much the same 
level, the cost of solar 
panels has fallen, mak¬ 
ing installation cheaper 
than it was. 

Cabinet members 
have approved the idea, 


in principle, and will 
now await detailed pro¬ 
posals. 

The Dorset Cam¬ 
paign to Protect Rural 
England expert on the 
subject, Dr David Pea¬ 
cock, has welcomed the 
proposals. He says the 
campaign group wants 
to see small, local 
schemes, rather than 
large solar develop¬ 
ments such as those 
being requested for 
Rampisham and Map- 
perton. 


Police fund scheme to 
stop sexual reoffending 


A PROJECT to protect 
children and adults 
from sexual harm by 
targeting offenders has 
been given £11,000 by 
the Dorset Police and 
Crime Commissioner. 

The work will be car¬ 
ried out by Circles 
South West though a 
scheme to support sex 


offenders coming out of 
prison - which claims 
the project has reduced 
reconvictions for sexual 
offending by 70 per 
cent. 

The Probation Serv¬ 
ice in Dorset has of¬ 
fered the project a 
part-time post as Dorset 
Circles Coordinator. 


Police and Crime 
Commissioner Martyn 
Underhill said: “This 
will be the fourth year 
we have supported Cir¬ 
cles to help offenders 
re-integrate back into 
society and break the 
cycle of offending. 

"The public consis¬ 
tently tell me that pro¬ 
tecting the most 
vulnerable from sexual 
offences is one of their 
top priorities and there¬ 
fore it is right I support 
this innovative work, 
which will help to re¬ 
duce both crime and re¬ 
offending.”

Protesters challenge CCG over healthcare plans 



HEALTH campaigners 
are demanding to be 
told what might be cut 
from the local NHS 
health budget. 

They are also angry 
over the cost of the 
Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group (CCG)’s ex¬ 
ercise, claiming that 
£2.7million has been 
spent on consultants. 

The protesters, some 
in fancy dress, staged a 
protest outside the 
CCG’s headquarters be¬ 
fore moving closer to 
the hospital after learn¬ 
ing that Oliver Letwin 
was at a meeting there. 
Mr Letwin beat a retreat 
as the group arrived. 

The Dorset Health 
Campaign says there 
should be greater trans¬ 
parency over the pro¬ 
posals - but the CCG 
claim they are unable to 
announce anything until 
the election is over. 

“The CCG has stated 
that they will not an¬ 
nounce these plans until 
after the election, which 
is a clear breach of 
transparency. 

“Local people have a 
right to know about de¬ 
cisions made with tax¬ 
payers' money, and 
affecting our health 
service, and do not want 
to be the victims of po¬ 
litical manipulation,” 
said protest group 
spokesperson Chris 
East. 

Amongst the protes¬ 
tors was Labour parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for 
South Dorset, Simon 
Bowkett, and Cllr Paul 
Kimber, Labour leader 
for Dorset County 
Council along with Ros 
Kayes the Liberal De¬ 
mocrat parliamentary 


candidate for West 
Dorset. 

Ms Kayes said: 
“There needs to be full 
public transparency.” 

The protest included 
Chris East, handing 
over a letter addressed 
to Dr Lorbes Watson, 
chairman of the CCG 
with a list of questions 
to which the group 
wants answers. 

Mr East said many 
people accepted that 
there was a need for 
change in the NHS 
both nationally and lo¬ 
cally, but were upset 
about the way it is 
being carried out. 

In a statement Dr 
Watson said: “Since the 
launch of the Clinical 
Services Review in Oc¬ 
tober 2014 we have 
been completely trans¬ 
parent and open in our 


approach, holding a 
number of public meet¬ 
ings across the county, 
publishing regular up¬ 
dates to both the media 
and on our website. 

“As we have stated 
regularly since the be¬ 
ginning of this process, 
no decisions have, or 
will be made until we 
have gone through a 
full and thorough pub¬ 
lic consultation later 
this year. 

“We understand that 
people are passionate 
about the NHS and 
their local services and 
quite rightly so, as we 
have plenty to be proud 
of here in Dorset. 

“Over the last five 
months clinicians, with 
input from health and 
care leaders, patients, 
carers and the public, 
have developed a vi¬ 


sion for better care for 
the county. 

“We would like to re¬ 
assure people that the 
review is not about 
making cuts or privatis¬ 
ing services; it’s about 
making sure that every¬ 
body in Dorset has ac¬ 
cess to safe, high 
quality healthcare 
which is fit to meet the 
changing health needs 
of the growing popula¬ 
tion. 

“Doing nothing is 
not an option. Even 
with the yearly in¬ 
creases in NHS spend¬ 
ing we are likely to 
face a funding gap of 
up to £200m by the end 
of 2020. 

“We think it is im¬ 
portant to act now to 
ensure that any addi¬ 
tional future increase in 
NHS spending delivers 


the best values and out¬ 
comes for the people of 
Dorset. 

“Claims that we are 
withholding a ‘plan’ 
until after the election 
are inaccurate. To re-it- 
erate, no decisions 
have, or will be made 
until we have gone 
through a thorough as¬ 
surance process and 
have properly con¬ 
sulted with the people 
of Dorset. 

“During the election 
period we are bound by 
national guidelines 
which mean we are un¬ 
able to make any new 
announcements.”

Take care when lighting fires outside 


NOW that warmer, 
lighter evenings are with 
us, barbecues and bon¬ 
fires are beginning to 
sizzle across Dorset. 

But behind the 
bangers and burgers, the 


warmer weather has a 
serious side. Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service, as 
part of the Fire Kills 
campaign, is asking 
everyone to take extra 
care when cooking out¬ 


side, especially when 
lighting barbecues or 
bonfires. 

Community Safety 
Manager, Dave Prior 
said: “It’s natural to want 
to go out and enjoy the 


warmer weather with 
family and friends - 
many of us can’t wait to 
get the barbecue lit. We 
all know how tempting it 
can be to give stubborn 
coals a helping hand, but, 
please be patient and 
make sure you use the 
right tools for the job. 

Here are the top tips 
for safe barbecuing: 

• never leave a barbecue 
unattended; 

• follow the safety in¬ 
structions provided with 
disposable barbecues; 

• make sure your barbe¬ 
cue or bonfire is well 
away from sheds, fences, 
trees, shrubs or garden 
waste; 

• use enough charcoal to 
cover the base of the bar¬ 
becue, but not more; 

• keep children, pets and 
garden games away from 
the cooking area; 

• after cooking, make 
sure the barbecue is cool 
before moving it; 

• empty ashes onto bare 
garden soil, not into dust¬ 
bins or wheelie bins’ 

• enjoy yourself, but 
don’t drink too much al¬ 
cohol if you are in charge 
of the barbecue; and 

• always keep a bucket 
of water, sand or a gar¬ 
den hose nearby for 
emergencies.

More buses on 212 route 


EXTRA JOURNEYS have been 
added with a change in bus operator 
for some of the 212 Dorchester to 
Yeovil service, via Maiden Newton. 

The service is now wholly sub¬ 
sidised by Dorset County Council, 
although some journeys were previ¬ 
ously run by South West Coaches on 
a commercial basis. 

From this week Damory is running 
a revised timetable and a more com¬ 
prehensive all year round service. 

Terry Spracklen, the county coun¬ 
cil’s public transport team leader, 
said: "There will now be an 8.28am 
departure from Maiden Newton on 
weekdays all year round and a new 
Monday to Friday service from 


Holywell to Dorchester at 4.43pm. 

“Although changes to this service 
means that the mid-afternoon depar¬ 
ture from Dorchester no longer trav¬ 
els past Holywell, passengers can 
still get to Yeovil using the XI1 from 
Dorchester to Yeovil at 4pm. 

“The 5.10pm departure from 
Yeovil will no longer operate but 
those living in Maiden Newton or 
Dorchester have the option of travel¬ 
ling by rail while those travelling to 
Charminster or Dorchester may reach 
their destination by using the XI1 de¬ 
parture from Yeovil at 5.20pm."

Public consultation on prison plans 


AN OPEN event is being held in 
Dorchester Prison this Thursday to 
start the public consultation over 
the future of the site. 

The doors will be open from 3pm 
to 8pm on April 23rd, when team 
members from new owners City 
and Country will be on hand with 
display boards about their initial 
thoughts. They also want to hear 
local views on the future use of the 
site and will answer questions 
about proposals. 

A working group has already 
been at work in Dorchester for sev¬ 
eral months to come up with pro¬ 
posals for the site. 

City and Country, which spe¬ 


cialises in housing and hotel proj¬ 
ects in heritage buildings, bought 
the former jail, along with others at 
Shepton Mallett, Kingston and 
Gloucester in February. 

Said managing director Helen 
Moore: "We are now beginning to 
look at options for the site and we 
are keen to speak to local people at 
this early stage to listen to your 
views and aspirations for the site 
before we bring forward develop¬ 
ment plans later this year." 

Access will be limited to only a 
small section of the prison for 
health and safety reasons and ac¬ 
cess for those with disabilities is un¬ 
likely to be step free. 


Labour petitions for £1 Om 
to solve housing crisis

DORCHESTER & District Labour Party has 
launched a petition to tackle the housing crisis in 
west Dorset. 

Claudia Sorin of Dorchester Labour party said "It 
is clear that housing is a key issue in Dorchester. We 
need a strong vision to benefit local residents when 
it comes to housing. We are calling for West Dorset 
District Council to spend as much on building low 
cost and affordable housing as it spent on its own 
modern accommodation - around £10m." 

Lee Rhodes said: "New council housing would 
generate income in rents, council tax paid by the res¬ 
idents and the New Homes Bonus available to coun¬ 
cils. This would benefit the local community and 
help the younger generation who can no longer af¬ 
ford to buy, but still want to live in their home town." 

Labour is suggesting a change of policy at the Dis¬ 
trict Council would be required. The council could 
fund the building project by using some of its re¬ 
serves or using loans at the historically low interest 
rates and using land it already owns.

Planning permission should 
not depend on cash handouts 


■ INCENSED, I write in response to 
Trevor Bevins’ article last week, ‘Yes’ 
to wind farm cash? 

It is normal practice for energy com¬ 
panies to offer community cenefit 
funds, as an inducement to win over 
local residents to support windfarm 
schemes? 

This is of course done by them with¬ 
out reference to the millions of pounds 
of taxpayers’ money paid by us all to 
support these proposals, so benefit paid 
back to locals is, in fact, only a small 
refund of their own money. 

Broadview (as reported) appears to 
have sunk to a new low by upping its 
monetary offer just prior to West 
Dorset District Council determining 
the application. 

The article reports, "Broadview says 
it is proposing the increase on the basis 
that, if planning permission were to be 
granted at a local level, it will reduce 
the development timeline and therefore 
the development costs, allowing for 
construction to start sooner." 

This could be seen as an attempt to 
influence our elected councillors who 
are required by law to determine plan¬ 
ning applications on ‘material planning 


issues’ only and not consider what can 
now only be seen as a ‘monetary bribe’ 
to increase community funding. 

Democracy works best when opin¬ 
ions for and against are considered 
equally and properly. 

Broadview fails to explain that if 
permission is granted at local level, ob¬ 
jectors have no right of appeal. 

If however planning is refused lo¬ 
cally, then the energy company has a 
right of appeal to an independent in¬ 
spectorate. 

Renewables must be appropriately 
sited and not allowed just because of 
monetary gain by the few. 

Unique Hardy countryside is too 
valuable to be sold off in this way. We 
have a duty to future generations to 
protect their heritage. 

The voice of localism in the public 
domain is the majority being strongly 
against, so all we can do is rely on our 
elected councillors to respond as in¬ 
deed the Parish of Stinsford did. 

Benefit fund discussion should have 
no place at this stage of the proceed¬ 
ings.

Report stalking offences 


DORSET Police is en¬ 
couraging people who 
are victims of stalking of¬ 
fences to come forward 
and report it. 

The request comes 
during National Stalking 
Awareness Week taking 
place between Monday to 
Saturday, April 25th. 

This year’s campaign 
focuses on stalking of 
children and young peo¬ 
ple. 

Stalking is repeated, 
unwanted contact from 
one person to another 
which causes the victim 
to feel distressed or fear¬ 
ful and is a specific crim¬ 
inal offence. It can be 
closely linked to domes¬ 
tic abuse and sexual vio¬ 
lence. 

Detective Inspector, 
Joe Williams of 
Bournemouth CID said: 
“Stalking is not some¬ 
thing that simply affects 
adults. 

“We want parents and 
teachers to encourage 
young people to open up 
to someone they know 
and trust if they are wor¬ 
ried about their safety, or 
that of someone they 
know. 

“It is worth remember¬ 
ing that stalking can take 
place in both the physical 
and online world. 

“Dorset Police have 
officers trained to support 
victims of all ages and in¬ 


vestigate these types of 
offences.” 

In the UK, one in five 
women and one in ten 
men are stalked at some 
point in their lives - 42 
per cent of people are 
stalked by a previous 
partner and 90 per cent 
by someone that they 
know. 

Mr Williams contin¬ 
ued: “Stalking is an ap¬ 
palling crime and the 


impact on victims can be 
devastating. 

“Perpetrators of these 
crimes should know that 
we actively target these 
offences and a prison 
sentence can apply if 
convicted. 

“Anyone who believes 
they have been a victim 
of stalking, please come 
forward and contact 
Dorset Police in confi¬ 
dence on 101.”

PAUL ATTERBURY, of An¬ 
tiques Roadshow fame, will be 
talking in the Com Exchange to 
help celebrate 400 years of 
Dorchester almshouses. 

Tickets for the event, on 
Thursday, April 30th at 7.30pm, 
cost £10 and are available from 
the Tourist Information Centre 
in Trinity Street. 

The almshouses started to cel¬ 
ebrate their 400th anniversary 
last year and continue to raise 
funds for improvements. 

The almshouses started after 
the ‘great fire’ of 1613 destroyed 
half of Dorchester. John White, 


a renowned local minister, saw 
this as a message that local peo¬ 
ple needed to be more charita¬ 
ble. This led to three prominent 
citizens building the original 
almshouses. 

Today, Whetstones and Nap- 
pers almshouses are located on 
West Walks overlooking the 
Borough Gardens. To celebrate 
400 years and to improve the 
long term independence of the 
34 residents, the charity aims to 
raise £50,000 to improve access 
to flats and to develop the gar¬ 
den into a space to enjoy from 
both indoors and outside. This 


will encourage greater inde¬ 
pendence, socialising and an op¬ 
portunity to do some gardening. 

The garden has been re¬ 
designed to remove many of the 
steps and, with the help of stu¬ 
dents from Kingston Maurward. 
a start has been made to plant the 
new garden. 

A second fund-raising event is 
planned in May when a cream 
tea will be held in one of the 
original almshouses of Nappers 
Mite. Tickets will be available

Maiden Castle, Maumbury Rings and Pound- 
bury Hill Fort will be examined on Sunday, April 
26th, by John Gale, Senior Lecturer in Archaeol¬ 
ogy at Bournemouth University, who will explain 
something of Dorchester’s history from the late 
Stone Age to the Roman conquest. 

The tour will begin with a walk around Maiden 
Castle, one of the largest and most complex hill- 
forts in Europe but whose origins began 3000 
years before the first Iron Age rampart was con¬ 
structed. 

The group will then move on to Maumbury 
Rings, which began life as a Neolithic henge be¬ 
fore being adapted by the Romans as an amphithe¬ 
atre and which, later still, became an English Civil 


War defensive earthwork. 

The final destination will be Poundbury Hill 
Fort, an Iron Age defensive earthwork with views 
of the Frome valley.

Catching bowel cancer 

NICOLA CALCUTT, Mac mill an Colorectal Nurse 
Specialist at Dorset County Hospital is getting be¬ 
hind bowel cancer awareness month this April. 

Nicola has been a Macmillan nurse for ten years 
specialising in bowel cancer, and has been in her 
current role since August 2014. She and her col¬ 
leagues support patients who are having investiga¬ 
tions relating to colorectal disease and cancers. 
They provide support in a variety of ways from 
giving information about treatment options, sup¬ 
port with pre- and post-operative care, helping pa¬ 
tients to manage symptoms and side effects and 
also providing emotional support. 

Macmillan Cancer Support say that regular 
bowel screening has been shown to avoid one in 
six colorectal cancer deaths but uptake amongst 
those offered screening is too low with only 54% 
completing screening in the first two years of the 
programme. 

“Screening can find bowel cancer at an early 
stage, when it has the best chance of being treated 
so it’s a concern that so few people are taking up 
the offer,” said Nicola. 

“Because people don’t like to talk about it, by 
the time we see patients we often find they’ve been 
living with symptoms for months, sometimes even 
years without going to their GP. Being aware of the 
symptoms, and not being too embarrassed to talk 
to about it to your doctor can be really key to early 
diagnosis. 

Things to look out for include: 

• Changes in your usual bowel movements that 
last for six weeks or longer 

• Bleeding from your bottom or in your stools 

• Pain or a lump in the abdomen 
•Unexplained weight loss or extreme tiredness. 

“Although these symptoms are often caused by 
conditions less serious than bowel cancer, it’s im¬ 
portant to talk to your GP if you experience them 
so they can be checked out,” she said.

Bumper year for 

FAMILIES of children in Dorset due to start 
school in September at a primary or middle school 
find out today if they have been successful in their 
application. 

Dorset County Council has seen a total of 5424 
applications to its infant, junior, primary, first and 
middle schools, which is a 3.7 per cent increase in 
applications on last year. 

Overall, 93.5 per cent of applicants secured their 
first preference, four per cent secured their second 
preference and less than one per cent secured their 
third preference. The remaining two per cent were 
allocated an alternative school place to their three 
preferences. 

Anne Salter, head of strategy, partnerships and 
performance for Children's Services at the County 


Council said: "We are delighted that almost 94 per 
cent of families have been offered their first choice 
of school. This is a positive reflection on the num¬ 
ber of good and outstanding schools in Dorset and 
is a great start for many young children and their 
families taking their first steps into education. 

"We work very hard with families to accommo¬ 
date parental choice but also recognise the impor¬ 
tance of children going to local schools." 

The county council has also seen a significant 
number of parents using the online application sys¬ 
tem, with 86 per cent using the paper-free form 
through the county council's website. 

There were 3732 applications for reception 
places, 1106 applications into middle schools and 
391 applications into junior schools.

CLASSIC song-writing skills, smooth sul¬ 
try vocals, and the ability to whip up a 
storm with a fiery slide guitar - very few 
can boast this set of trump cards, but it 
just happens to be the hand dealt to Aus¬ 
tralian singer, songwriter and guitarist 
Kara Grainger, appearing at Bridport Elec¬ 
tric Palace on Saturday 2 May.

As a slide player, Grainger has devel¬ 
oped her own style, less influenced by 
Raitt and other Californian slide masters 
than by their original Mississippi Delta 


blues role models.

TIPS FOR UNDERSTANDING 

PERMITTED DEVELOPMENT 


BY JULIA GRAY - PRESS ASSOCIATION 


ONE: Big home improvements like loft conver¬ 
sions and extensions can often be done under 
your home's permitted development (PD) rights. 
This means you don't need planning permission, 
as long as you stick to the rules governing width, 
height, materials, etc. You can apply to your local 
council for a lawful development certificate for 
building work that doesn't require planning per¬ 
mission. When you come to sell your home, this 
certificate can be really useful because it proves 
to the buyer and their solicitor that the work is 
lawful. 

TWO: The PD rules can be different for different 
types of house - with loft conversions, the permit¬ 
ted size is 40 cubic metres in terraced houses, and 
50 cubic metres in detached and semi-detached 
houses.The PD rules can also be different on 'des¬ 
ignated land', which includes conservation areas 
and Areas of Outstanding Natural Beauty. For ex¬ 
ample, loft conversions are not permitted devel¬ 
opment on designated land. If your home's listed, 
the rules are much stricter and even minor alter¬ 
ations can require listed building consent from 
your local council. 

THREE: Flats and maisonettes don't have PD 
rights and some houses have had theirs removed 
- this is sometimes the case on designated land. 


Permitted development isn't just about major 
building work; if your home doesn't have PD 
rights, you may need planning permission for 
things as simple as erecting a garden shed, deck¬ 
ing your garden and painting the building's exte¬ 
rior. 

FOUR: Until May 30 2016, most houses (excep¬ 
tions apply) can build a longer rear extension 
without planning permission than would nor¬ 
mally be allowed under permitted development. 
For detached houses, rear extensions can be 8 
metres instead of 4 metres long, and for attached 
houses, 6 metres instead of 3 metres. However, 
the council will consult your immediate neigh¬ 
bours about your planned extension and if any 
object, it can uphold their objection and refuse 
permission for the extension. 

FIVE: To find out about planning rules, go to 
www.planningportal.gov.uk, where the informa¬ 
tion includes guides to popular building projects 
and an interactive house and terrace. However, 
the most accurate way to find out which rules and 
regulations apply to your home and proposed 
building project is to speak to your local council. 
You may not realise, for example, that you live on 
designated land or in a house that has had its PD 
rights removed. It's always best to check first.

Mercedes-Benz lands the next coupe: the Concept GLC Coupe 



IN A flowing transition, Mercedes-Benz 
lands the next coupe: the Concept GLC 
Coupe is a near-production-standard study 
that carries the successful GLE Coupe for¬ 
mula over into a more compact segment. 
The dynamically expressive show car com¬ 
bines typical stylistic features of a coupe 
with the sensually pure design idiom of 
coming SUV generations.This emotively ap¬ 
pealing fusion is further enriched with de¬ 
tails that are strong in character. A 
twin-blade radiator grille, powerdomes on 
the bonnet and a four-pipe exhaust system 
form an aesthetic contrast to the harmo¬ 
nious, almost organic main body section. On 
the other hand, elements from the rugged 
off-road world, such as enormous 21-inch 
tyres, front and rear underbody protection, 


increased ground clearance and side run¬ 
ning boards, are indicative of the off-road 
performance potential of the Concept GLC 
Coupe. 

Gorden Wagener, Head of Design at Daim¬ 
ler AG, puts it in a nutshell: "With its modern 
and sensual design idiom, the Concept GLC 
Coupe gives a foretaste of future SUV mod¬ 
els from Mercedes-Benz. At the same time, 
it embraces the typical values of tradition- 
steeped Mercedes-Benz coupes." 

The same successful blend of the multi¬ 
functional SUV and the emotively appealing 
coupe world of Mercedes-Benz that was so 
enthusiastically welcomed with the GLE 
Coupe is now repeated with the Concept 
GLC Coupe. However, the near-production- 
standard show car inhabits a more compact 


segment, as demonstrated by the external 
length of 4.73-metres and the 2.83-metre 
wheelbase.These two dimensions, together 
with the striking and muscular main body 
section, elongated greenhouse and large 
21-inch wheels, provide an ideal basis for 
the typical, almost dramatic proportions of 
the sportily youthful coupe generation with 
the characteristic off-road touch. 

Distinctive front end, sculptural head¬ 
lamp design 

At the front, a short, crisp overhang with 
upright radiator grille and twin-blade louvre 
- characteristic of sporty Mercedes-Benz 
models - gives a first indication of the 
sporty philosophy behind the Concept GLC 
Coupe. The credo "Born to race on every 
ground" is confirmed by the powerdomes 
on the bonnet, the sweeping lines of the A- 
wing below the radiator grille, the large side 
air intakes and the visually dominant under¬ 
body protection. Like all the trim elements 
on the concept vehicle, this typical SUV fea¬ 
ture radiates in silver shadow to form an at¬ 
tractive counterpoint to the solar-beam 
paintwork and the all-round claddings in 
matt gun metal magno paintwork. 

Reminiscent of light sculptures, striking 
LED headlamps decisively shape the expres¬ 
sive face of the Concept GLC Coupe. All 
functions are united in one housing: for illu¬ 
mination, the daytime running lamps and 
turn indicators use the upper strip inserts, 
dubbed "eyebrows" by the designers. Below 
them are three rotating lenses, which ap¬ 
pear to positively float in the deep, three-di¬ 
mensional space and which adapt to the 
situation to optimally illuminate the road or 


terrain. Of course, the headlamps are non¬ 
dazzling for oncoming traffic in lower beam, 
upper beam, cornering light or active light 
mode. This is achieved by blanking out the 
light cone in the area of oncoming vehicles. 
Side profile with low-slung coupe green¬ 
house and large SUV wheels 
The perfection with which the intrinsically 
contrary design worlds of the coupe and the 
SUV have been brought into harmony with 
each other is revealed in particular by a side 
view of the just under 1.60-metre-high Con¬ 
cept GLC Coupe with the typical, elongated 
roof line of a sports coupe. Like the inte¬ 
grated roof rails and fully recessed door han¬ 
dles, the squat greenhouse with its 
frameless side windows blends perfectly 
into the vehicle's flanks to additionally un¬ 


derscore the coupe-like character.The inter¬ 
play with the high beltline, wide shoulders 
and accentuated wheel lips gives rise to ex¬ 
treme proportions that lend the Concept 
GLC Coupe a thrilling dynamism.This highly 
charged interaction is given extra emphasis 
by the drawn-in waist between the drop¬ 
ping line and the lower, rearwards ascend¬ 
ing light-catching contour. 

A clear indication of the more prominent 
SUV genes is given by sill extensions remi¬ 
niscent of the side running boards on a clas¬ 
sic SUV. Flush with the outside edge of the 
body, wide 21 -inch wheels with large, heav¬ 
ily profiled tyres combine with the relatively 
high ground clearance to endorse the 
sportily dynamic off-road ambitions of the 
Concept GLC Coupe.

Advice For Your L-Test Teenager 


GEM Motoring Assist has some advice designed to reduce the 
stress parents can experience when their children reach 17 and 
want to get behind the wheel 

Counting the cost 

It's a good idea to have a frank discussion about finances before 
your teenager even applies for a provisional licence. Discuss the 
extent to which you'll be able to help pay for lessons and how 
much he or she should plan on contributing. 

Learning to drive is a costly business, and it's important to have 
a realistic idea of the sums involved beforehand. Otherwise you 
can get into a situation where the teenager is making progress 
but has to take a break from lessons because of cash-flow prob¬ 
lems. 

How many lessons your child needs will depend on natural ap¬ 
titude and whether or not there's the opportunity to practise. But 
it's a good idea to budget for between 35 and 50 hours, meaning 
a total tuition bill of between £1000 and £1400. The provisional 
licence costs £34 online, a theory test costs £25, and the practical 
test costs £62. 

Choosing the right instructor 

The first step in the process is to check that any potential instruc¬ 
tor is a fully qualified Approved Driving Instructor (ADI). They can 
be identified by the green octagonal badge on their windscreen. 
A pink badge means the instructor is still a trainee. Then ask your 
friends and family members for personal recommendations, and 
follow up with additional research. 

Call potential instructors for a chat to get a feel for 
them and their approach. And get your teenager to 
talk to them as well. If the instructor is someone 
they feel they can get on with, that's really going to 
help the learning process. 

The need to practise 

It's always a good idea for learners to practise be¬ 
tween lessons if possible as it gives them the op¬ 
portunity to consolidate what they've been taught. 

Clocking up more hours at the wheel will also in¬ 
crease their confidence and expose them to a 
greater range of driving conditions. However, the 
prospect of sitting beside a learner-driver child can 
seriously unnerve some parents. If you feel like this, 
then there's no point in forcing yourself to take your 
teen out for practice drives as it will just be upset¬ 
ting for both of you. 

Anyone supervising a learner driver needs to be 
over 21 and to have held a driving licence for the 
type of car they'll be using (manual or automatic) 
for at least three years. 

You'll also need to sort out suitable insurance. If 
your teenager is learning to drive in the family car 
then contact your insurance company and arrange 
to have them put on as a named driver. L-plates (L 
or D plates in Wales) will need to be displayed at the 
front and rear of the vehicle when they're at the 


wheel. 

When it comes to deciding which aspect of their driving they 
should be practising, it's best to liaise with the driving instructor, 
who will know what they need to work on. Of course, it's impor¬ 
tant for parents to realise that the driving test has changed a lot 
in the last 20 years, and that driving instructors will be teaching 
the skills in the most up-to-date way. 

Test time... 

Exams are nerve-racking at the best of times, but driving tests 
can feel particularly harrowing. So be supportive, as teenagers will 
not only be afraid of letting you down, they will also feel under 
pressure from friends. A reputable driving instructor won't put 
students forward for the test unless they've reached the correct 
standard. 

A lifetime of safe driving 

It pays to book additional training after the test, particularly so 
that your son or daughter can become familiar with safe, confi¬ 
dent motorway driving. You will need to let your insurer know 
about the move from provisional to full licence status. Adding an 
18-year-old to your policy is likely to cost several hundred pounds, 
but there are discounts if you agree to use some sort of telematics 
device that monitors and records how he or she drives.

Rallying 


Mechanical failure sees rally duo withdraw from championships 


LOCAL rallying duo Rex Ireland and Adrian Scadding 
have retired from this year’s BRDTA Championships fol¬ 
lowing their failure to complete the third of the nine 
stages in this year’s event. 

Having had to retire from the Wyedean Rally, the first 
of the season with engine failure, they had to miss the 
Malcolm Wilson event as the car was not ready, but had 
hoped to get back into the competition at the Somerset 
Stages which took place last Saturday. 

However they developed an electrical misfire during 
Stage 1; the run up the notorious Porlock Hill; which 
coupled with a tyre problem on Stage 3, came back to 
haunt them and they retired following further problems 
getting to the start of the next stage forcing them to with¬ 
draw. 

Co-driver Scadding from Bridport told View Sport: 
“We developed an electrical misfire during Stage 1 so 
we didn't do as well as we wanted; times at Porlock 
should be under four minutes to stand any chance. 

“We suspected a faulty rev limiter so we disconnected

it for the second run but it didn't make any difference; 
we just broke the four minute barrier; so we decided that 
we might still have a chance and continued. 


Stage 3 Knowle saw us in the forest where we were 
flying. The misfire wasn't so prominent as it's not revving 
flat out all the time, but about a mile from the end we 
took a left hand hairpin and as we slid around the tyre 
popped of the rear offside rim which slowed us up at the 
last section.” 

Having completed the section they had to change the 
wheel but on the way to the start of Stage 4 the car cut 
out completely at traffic lights, and with only eight min¬ 
utes to get to the start some 14 miles away they were 
forced to retire as they would have been disqualified for 
arriving too late. 

With only six stages left, the pair have withdrawn from 
the championship although they may take part in the 
Nicky Grist stage on July 11th. Their next event will be 
a new rally in the forest at Bovington on May 23rd.

that it is too easy to train twice a 
week and play on Saturday; I don't 
think that is enough. 

"Obviously we are going to need 
to recruit players of quality, but they 
have to have the right attitude. 

"We know who those people are 
and we have already spoken to a 
couple who are interested in joining 
us next season." 

Jermyn who always wore his 
heart on his sleeve as a player, is 
looking to instil the same attitude 
in his players both off and on the 
field and will be looking to tighten 
up on players attitudes towards 
missing training and unavailability. 

"I think we need to have more of 
a mindset that people are being 


paid to do a job, and if they don't 
turn up they don't get paid. 

"There has been a bedding in pe¬ 
riod but I think most now know 
what page I am on, and certainly 
next season besides a football con¬ 
tract there will be a code of conduct 
contract with certain rules the play¬ 
ers will have to abide to for the 
good of the team." 

He reiterated his plan that next 
season was one of stability and to 
finish as high as they can, with the 
view to having one of the most 
competitive sides in the league the 
following season (2016-17) to make 
a challenge for promotion back to 
Conference South. 

"We're not trying to change the 
world we just want to do things 
properly, by changing people's 
mindset, and it doesn't cost any 
money." 

Reflecting on Saturday's victory 
over Paulton Rovers he said: 


"I think we set out our stall from 
the off. I think it was important that 
we bounced back well from Tuesd- 
say night's game against Wey¬ 
mouth because I didn't think we 
competed as we have in recent 
months. 

"It's true we didn't have the full 
complement of players and that 
perhaps showed, and the injury to 
Chris Dillon also had a massive im¬ 
pact on the game as well, but I take 
my hat off to Weymouth. 

"I thought their midfield and at¬ 
tack were decent to be fair. The 
penalty that won it was a bit unfor¬ 
tunate and we had some round 
pegs in square holes, but we 
bounced back on Saturday with a 
strong performance. 

We had the majority of our play¬ 
ers back except Jake Smeeton back, 
and when we are at full strength I 
think we are more than a match for 
anybody really so I was more than 


happy with Saturday's result, we 
were comfortable throughout the 
game and certainly we created 
quite a few chances."
